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Convicts Again Plead That They Be 

Granted Opportunity to Fight Japs. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N January, 1940, an educational pro- 

gram was formed inside the walls of 
the Missouri State Penitentiary. The 
school is one that the State»-may well be 
proud of. Every week, Monday through 
Friday from 6:30 to 9:30 p. m., 500 in- 
mates attend various classes. Consist- 
ing entirely of inmates, it is under the 
supervision of a capable inmate superin- 
tendent and 42 inmate instructors. 

Classes are taught the eight grades, 
typing and shorthand, business English, 
drafting, agriculture, sign painting and 
Spanish. Bookkeeping and accountancy 
is also taught in a large classroom by 
two capable instructors. 

Skilled trades are taught by. experi- 
enced craftsmen. These are: Mechanics, 
machinists, welding, wireless, radio, etc. 
Entire automobile motors, donated by 
varjous large companies, have given the 
inmates a chance to secure valuable 
training and knowledge that will bene- 
fit them upon their release, 

The United States Air Corps, realizing 
the value of this educational program, 
donated complete airplane motors, Here, 
the inmates are learning the essentials 
of motor mechanics and a vital trade 
that will place them directly in defense 
jobs upon their release. 

Today 10 students attend the short- 
hand class regularly. Tomorrow, they will 
be capable to handle any position that 
requires speed writing. 

2 » * 

From high-spirited citizens all over 
the country, donations are arriving in 
the form of educational books, machin- 
ery, tools, etc. The school, functioning 
without appropriations, is undoubtedly 
the only one in the State operating with- 
out financial support. 

But, what has such a program ac- 
complished in the past? What will it 
accomplish in the future? 

Education is the modern method 
toward reform. For years, a solution to 
the rehabilitation of prison inmates has 
been a social problem. It is a known 
fact that. one-third of our prison inhabi- 
tants are previous offenders. Today, 
this problem is answered through educa- 
tion. 

On June 17, 1942, 3275 men were serv- 
ing prison sentences in the State peni- 
tentiary. The school offers every inmate, 
regardless of race or creed, the oppor- 
tunity to enroll. No inmate is barred; 
all have equal opportunities. 

The inmates themselves realize the 
value of education. Mentally, morally 
and physically, education is helping 
every inmate attending school regain 
‘his confidence. The school offers a wel- 
come diversion from worry, idleness, 
brooding and monotonous daily repeti- 
tion. 

Since the school opened, hundreds of 
inmates have mastered trades, Today 
there are precision mechanics, clerks, 
radio technicians, welders, draftsmen 
and electricians. These men are idle in- 
side the State prison. Hundreds of men 
without the chance to serve America. 
These men are needed today. Yet, de- 
spite the fact that they have endeavored 
to rehabilitate by study and earnest 
endeavor, they remain in prison, 

Lenience and a broadminded attitude 
would result. in paroles for these quali- 
fied men. More than ever before in the 
history of our country is there such a 
need for every man; both in the armed 
forces and in America’s defense plants. 


In the State penitentiary, at least 500 
men could be released through paroles. 
Every one of them would prove his 
loyalty and appreciation by completely 
reforming, either in the armed forces, 
or in the country’s defense plants. 
America needs these idle men, and the 
inmates need this chance to fight or 
work for their country. 

If a man is ready to face the devasta- 
tion of enemy fire and give his life to 
preserve the democracy of a great peo- 
ple, then he is worthy of this privilege. 

If the prison inmate cannot actively 
serve his country in the armed forces, 
then let the inmate work in industries 
and defense plants by paroling him. 

We, too, are Americans. We stand 
ready to serve our country in any 
capacity, in battle or in plants produc- 
ing vital necessary to the win- 
tiing of this war.

Franklin D“ Roosevelt was Governor of New York 
for two terms before he became President. His 
predecessor as the Democratic standard-bearer, Al- 
fred E. Smith, was a first citizen at Albany for 
several terms. Grover Cleveland and other Presi- 
dents and presidential candidates rose to public 
notice as New York Governors. 

Gov. Herbert Lehman’s decision not to be a can- 
didate for re-election—he will have been in office

he retires in December—has created a problem for 
the Democrats. For a time, it appeared that the 
national administration would attempt to arrange 
an independent candidacy which would cut across 
party lines and appeal to voters chiefly on a sup- 
port-the-war basis.

But- although 
virtually enough delegates are pledged to Mr. Bennett 
to give him the nomination when the party conven- 
tion assembles this summer, his candidacy does not 
satisfy some of the most important of the State's 
Democratic leaders.

He favors Lieutenant Governor Charles Poletti and, 
significantly perhaps, took the occasion of his emer- 
gence from a long talk with President Roosevelt to 
say that Mr. Poletti is “the strongest and best-fitted” 
candidate. 


But if the Democratic deliberations have failed to 


produce a widely known candidate, the Republicans 
have as good as nominated Thomas EB. Dewey, who 


came within an eyelash of defeating Gov. Lehman 
four years ago. Without action by delegates in 
Dewey’s home area, New York County, who have 
refrained from taking the lead, more than enough 
delegates to nominate are now pledged to vote for 
him. : 

So in June it is Dewey, the narrowly defeated can- 
didate for Governor, widely known over the country, 
against (apparently) Attorney General Bennett, 
whose strength has not yet been measured, with Gov. 
Lehman and perhaps Washington favoring someone 
else. 
This is a race to watch closely. A lot may depend 
on it—how New York goes for seats in Congress, 
party contro] in the House, advancement of political 
personages for the future. -The New York State 
election is big-time politics this year. 
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BLESSING .OF THE BLITZ. 

Because it was so terribly battered by Goering’s 
bombers, Coventry promises to become one of the 
most beautiful cities in the world. Large areas, 
including the central shopping section, must be com- 
pletely rebuilt, and this offers architects an almost 
fabulous opportunity. 

As it grew in population, Coventry, like most 
cities, sprawled out, and land values in the central 
area soared. These were exploited by the individual 
owners without any general plan, and the result was 
an ugly and inefficient mess. 

Now the whole job must be done over again, not 
bit by bit, but all at once. So there is to be a tree- 
lined vista running from the ancient Church of St. 
John the Baptist to the cathedral. Along this will 
be sun-lit offices and stores, connected by colonnaded 
arcades both beautiful and convenient. The project 
also calls for new public buildings, streets adequate 
to their traffic, parking spaces, residential buildings, 
etc. , 

It was necessary to undertake some of this work 
at once, so a very impressive housing project has 
already been completed. A street of temporary shops, 
handsome in their severity and much more efficient 
than the jumble which they replaced, has also been 
finished. 

The municipal authorities have had to grapple with 
the complexities of property laws which permit a 
landowner to make almost any use of land enhanced 
by the growth of the community without subjecting 
him to any great responsibility to it. The difficulties 
of such a problem in a democracy are obvious. The 
English have -not yet solved it completely, but the 
blitz forced them to tackle the @ob. 

Coventry is only the first sample of many similar 
post-war jobs. It is setting an example which may 
have its effects on this side of the Atlantic. It may 
well be a spur to the rebuilding of the blighted sec- 
tions of many American cities.

RITAIN’S. darkest days in this war to 

date were the days of the Dunkerque 

withdrawal.from the coast of France— 
the last days of May and the first days of 
June, 1940, 

About 350,000 British troops were pulled 
out of the Belgian and North-French‘sham- 
bles by British private and small naval oraft 
working under cover of the London Metro- 
politan Air Force, the R. A. F. and the big 
guns of the Home Fleet. They came back 
alive, but with practically al] their equip- 
ment gone. 

Hitler either couldn’t or didn’t see fit to 
follow up his victory by invading England 
immediately after Dunkerque. He kept 
harrying England by air throughout that 
summer of 1940, apparently trying to blast 
a path for an easy invasion. His planes 
were fought off by the almost super-human 
efforts of the R. A. F. Meanwhile, we had 
dug into our arsenals to supply the British 
with medium-sized guns, and a large quan- 
tity of rifles, side arms and ammunition, 

On July 29, 1940, following Hitler’s “final 
commonsense appeal” to Britain to give in, 
Germany began its mass air attacks on 
England. These mounted in fury through 
August and into September and October. 
Tops in these battles was the one_of Sept. 
16, when the R. A, F. shot down a total of 
. 185 German planes in a day’s fighting. 
Throughout the winter and early spring 
of 1940-41, the Germans gave British cities 
hell from the air, in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to crush British courage.

TEPHEN VINCENT BENET is 44 years

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LONDON, June 27 (AP).—Ger- 
man military leaders are urging 
Adolf Hitler to occupy all France 
to meet the growing threat of an 
Allied attempt to establish a sec- 
ond front in western Hurope, an 
unusually well-informed foreign 
source reported today. 

At the same time the independ- 
ent French news agency at Beirut 
reported that 500,000 Italian sol- 
diers were concentrated in north- 
ern Italy ready to move _ into 
France to reinforce the German 
Army of Occupation. | 

The intimation that the Nazis 
might be preparing to take over 
the third of conquered France 
which still ig unoccupied was said 
to have come through “trustworthy 
underground channels”—the same 
channels which recently reported 
that the were moving 
heavy guns from the Maginot and 
Siegfried lines to the French west 
coast. 

French Evacuation Reported. 

The source credited with relay- 
ing this information also said he 
had been informed more than i,- 
000,000 French residents have been 
evacuated from the coastal areas 
in connection with the German de- 
fense preparations. 

The area between Boulogne and 
Dieppe “has been particularly well- 
cleared by the Nazis of everybody 
suspected of being likely to aid 
Allied invaders,” he said. 

He asserted there was a possibil- 
ity that Hitler might recall Gen- 
eral Johannes Blaskowitz—hero of 
the Polish campaign who has been 
in virtual retirement since re- 
portedly disagreeing with the 
Fuehrer over the invasion of. Rus- 
sia—to assist in reorganizin@ the 
defenses of western Europe. 

26 Officers Replaced. 
Hitler was said to have replaced 
26 German divisional commanders 
within the last three or four weeks 
in a drastic shakeup. 

However, the source warned 
that all these reported develop- 
ments should not be considered a 
sign of weakness on the part of 
the Gérmans. 

“They should be taken for the 
present for just what they are— 
evidence of German preparedness 
which the Allies must be equipped 
to overcome if and when they in- 
vade,” he said.

“In China, we claim to be the 
greatest social democracy in the 
world,” said Col. Tchou, who served 
for three years as personal secre- 
tary to Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek. “Politically, China is on the 
threshold of modern democracy. 

“My people have been fighting 
for their democracy for five years. 
Five million Chinese have given up 
their lives to preserve their coun- 
try, and to preserve your civiliza- 
tion as well. We would live to 
regret it if the United Nations 
were to split up into various ‘close 
unions’ after winning victory by 
their united efforts.” 

Germ of a New War. 

Col. Tchou, now a lecturer at 
Oberlin College, Oberlin, O., said 
that he had heard of a plan to de- 
velop a “close union” among the 
English-speaking democracies and 
a “loose union” with the other 
United Nations after the war. 

“The policies of the ‘close union’ 
and what other unions might be 
set up by Russia and China would 
not coincide,”, he said. “Such a 
setup might set the stage for the 
biggest conflict the world has 
known. 

“I urge you to ponder the ques- 
tion of political union. But we 
must remember that no nation at 
this time is prepared for world 
government, All of us have to be 
re-educated, Some of us have 50 
paces to go. Some have 100 paces 
to go. 

“But if our nations want to sur- 
vive we must organize this world 
of ours. The movement for world 
citizenship and Federal Union, Inc., 
fit perfectly. We must get people 
to back up world citizenship s0 
we can pool our resources to bring 
about a better world order.” 

Col. Tchou said that he had the 
greatest admiration for British de- 
mocracy and then added: “Great 
Britain has not carried democracy 
through the world. Great Britain 
has been the greatest exploiter of 
other nations. Of course, Germany 
tried to be, but couldn't. Japan 
also would like to be a great ex- 
ploiter, but has not succeeded.” 

Ties With Other Nations. 

An earlier speaker, A, J. G. 
Priest of New York, chairman of 
the board of Federal Union, said 
the big question facing the United 
States is this: “After victory, 
what?” — 

Priest stated that the’ United 
States had compelling ties with 
Canada, Ireland, New Zealand, 
Australia, the English-speaking 
peaple of South Africa, the Dutch 
and Latin America. 

“Most of us contemplate a union 
of English-speaking people, plus 
the Free French and Free Dutch,” 
he continued. “We find that there 
is a vast area of agreement among 
those people which overshadows 
whatever differences they have. 

“Tt is practicable to form a union 
now. -It will strengthen our fight- 
ing forces.” = 

Dr. Srtingfellow Barr, president 
of St. John’s College, Annapolis, 
told the audience: “The problem 
of our generation is whether the 
idea of human brotherhood under. 
law shall spread from its American 
focus back to the continent from 
which it was first derived, and 
whether the human community of 
which we Americans are but one 
part shall freely organize itself 
under law by means of a federal 
union or be bombed into unity and 
slavery by this Hitler or the next. 
No third way exists. It will be 
Federal Union through our own 
free choice or else.” 

Lesson of Last War. 

Yesterday afternoon Edgar C. 
Taylor of St. Louis, headmaster of 
The Taylor School told delegates 
that “we won the last war, but 
lost the peace.” 

“We were led by blind guides 
and stupid politicians,” said Taylor, 
“and our nation failed to take its 
great opportunities for world lead- 
ership. The time has come when 
we can no longer follow blind 
guides. We were led two years ago 
by those who were wrong. 

“It. took” us two years to realize 
who our friends are and then to 
act. Ignorance and fear had made 
us isolationist in policy and almost 
led us to destruction.

Heat marshmallows and cherry 
juice over boiling water. When 
marshmallows are melted but. still 
fluffy, remove from heat and stir 
in the finely chopped cherries.

Then whip chilled evap- 
orated milk until thick; add lemon 
juice and continue whipping until 
stiff. Fold cherry mixture into 
whipped milk, pour into freezing 
tray, and freeze, stirring once or 
twice if cherries tend to sink to 
bottom.

After profound thought he 
cashed the heart and care~ 
fully discarded the club queen. He 
then rattled off diamond tricks un- 
tii this position was reached: Dum- 
my still held the king-deuce of 
spades, the heart six, and the ten- 
three of clubs.

IT MUST NOT be thought that 
declarer was merely lucky—that he 
correctly guessed to take a spade 
finesse instead of the club finesse, 
which would have lost. Declarer 
could visualize reducing all hands 
to three cards. One of West's 
would have to be a heart, hence 
he could not keep three spades to 
guard the three declarer would re- 
tain. Hence East would have to 
keep three spades. This in turn 
meant that East could not keep a 
club—so West would have to do so, 
Well, if West had to hold a heart 
and a club, he could keep only one 
spade, and if that were an honor, 
it would fall on the king and cre- 
ate a finesse East’s spade 
honor. The club finesse was only 
a 50-50 chance, but it was 3 to 1 
that both spade honors would not 
lie in the East hand.
